Whereasgduring his tenurén the legislature, MMMathews was a member of the Elections
Committee,which he chaired during the 1965 session, the gRenzation Committee, the Joint
Survey Committee on Retirement Systenand the Retirement Research Council, and was
chairpersorof the Legislative Council Elections Committee from 1965 to 1967; and

Whereasgduring the 1960s, MMathews’ interest in the railroad industry led him to join the
Mid-ContinentRailway Historical Society (formerly known as the Railroad Historical Society of
Milwaukee);and

Whereasafter he retired from the assemhi§r. Mathews was an actiwelunteer with the
Mid-ContinentRailway Historical Society and loved to take friends and family to see the trains;
